Ah, thank you. It’s a really beau- 
tiful series.

It’s about a scientist and an 
entrepreneur played by Matthew 
Modine and Jennifer Beals who 
are trying to get proof of life 
after death. ..based on the idea 
that she’s just lost her son, and 
she’s had a near death experi- 
ence herself, which makes it all 
very real.

Yes, we’ve been working on that for the last, oh, at 
least year and a half. It looks like we’re going to do it 
next spring in May in New York at the Apollo... We did a 
reading in Los Angeles too. We’ve done a few. But this 
was the first time where the majority of the audience 
was Black and it made a huge difference in terms of 


the impact of the play. One is 
just simply because Black people 
have the tendency to talk back to 
the performer, which is just great. 
It just lifted me and the play. 


You tweeted : "/ don’t hate. 

Hate is debilitating. It eats away 
at your soul. Before you know it, 
it has consumed you.” But there must’ve been a time in 
your life when you felt it. 

I can almost see it vividly. I was a young actor in New 
York City and one of the battles that young Black ac- 
tors fought all the time was catching a cab just to get 
to and from the theater. And it used to just drive me 
crazy when you’d stand in the middle of the street, 
put your hand out and the yellow cabs would go by 
and they’re all lit up and they’d take a passenger half a 
block up. I remember one day standing in the middle of 
the street, just slamming cabs with my fist as they went 
by because it just made me so angry. Until I realized 
I just couldn’t do that anymore. I’d also come from a 
background where my father’s job, when he was alive, 
was to integrate the armed forces overseas. So racial 
prejudice was something I’d dealt with since I was a 
little kid and I think I had to go through all of the hatred 
from my end of it, until I came to a place where I real- 
ized it was not benefitting me, nor anyone around me.

ennis experts and com- 
mentators marveled at how 
Serena Williams kept coming 
back from behind so many times to 
ultimately win. In 2015, during her 
second Serena Slam, where she won 
four consecutive Grand Slam titles: 
2014 US Open, 2015 Australian 
Open, 2015 French Open and 2015 
Wimbledon, we watched her down 
and out during many of her match- 
es’ second sets. Almost exposing a 
glimpse into her vulnerability. But 
then, with that knowing glint in her 
eye, signaling a changing tide— she 
does it. She magically masters her 
game to match her opponent’s. 

The power serve explodes on the 
court. Returns are smacked at rocket 
speeds. She twists, spins and slides 
into full splits on the court with 
the nimbleness of a gymnast in her 
scramble for the ball. Finally, the 
triumphant fist pump rises. And her 
dark brown eyes narrow and close, al- 
most in prayer-like relief for the win. 

That’s why when she suffered 
that shocking loss against Roberta 
Vinci at the 2015 US Open semi- 
finals on September 11, 2015, the col- 
lective echo of a million gasps could 
be heard around the world. Serena 
Jameka Williams is such a goddess, 
a perfect embodiment of strength, 
unapologetic Black womanhood and 


athletic greatness, that fans were 
spoiled by her last year flood of 53 
wins and only three losses. Three. 

It happens so rarely and we weren’t 
used to seeing her lose. 

But Serena is never really 
conquered she merely shifts gears. 
She’s never in competition with any 
opponent on any tour, nor is she 
chasing Steffi Graff’s 22 win Grand 
Slam record. (She’s a hair behind 
with 21 wins.) Serena is the ultimate 
warrior woman battling and beating 
all odds to exist. 

It’s the will within her spirit that 
hates defeat. In 20 years of playing 
tennis, Serena met every ampli- 
fied idea of prejudice, sexism and 
overall criticism flung over the net 
and slammed it back undeterred 
with 120-128 mph serves. Serena 
wasn’t even supposed to be here; the 
sport of tennis never expected the 
No. 1 ranked, greatest of all time 
(G.O.A.T.), champion of our genera- 
tion for the past two decades to be 
a 34 -year old Black woman from 
Palm Beach Garden, Florida by way 
of Compton, California. But she is 
and she’s still here. 

This should come as no surprise. 
Serena, like her champion sister 
Venus before her, is the product of a 
spiritually centered, close-knit fam- 
ily steeped in old school traditions. 


Richard Williams and Oracene 
Price, both self-taught tennis players 
turned experts raised their earnest 
and humble girls with will of steel. 
Consider their backstory, which is 
now legendary folklore: Venus and 
Serena learned the sport on the 
broken glass strewn tennis courts of 
the rough and tumble city of Comp- 
ton. Richard, inspired by seeing a 
woman earn $40,000 during a TV 
tennis match, was determined to 
raise his two little girls to be tennis 
champions. 

Well after the teenagers went pro, 
Richard and Oracene managed to 
keep their well-poised young women 
on a modest, down-to-earth path 
despite the white heat spotlight 
generated from being champions 
on an international stage. They 
encouraged Venus and Serena to 
cultivate interests outside the court. 
The result? Venus started EleVen, a 
women’s tennis apparel line, earned 
a B.A. in Business Administra- 
tion from Indiana University in 
2015 and runs V Starr, her interior 
design firm. While Serena, who 
once dabbled in acting and lives 
part-time in Paris, France is mul- 
tilingual. Speaking French, Italian 
and Spanish, Serena wows tennis 
audiences in their native tongue 
when snagging international titles.

Serena hugs Venus 
after beating her sister 
and moving into the 
quarter-finals of the 
2015 US Open. 
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In 2009, she launched the Serena 
Signature Statement Collection for 
the Home Shopping Network. The 
pair are also minority owners of the 
Miami Dolphins, making them the 
first Black women with a stake in 
an NFL team. 

At the genesis of their career, 
Richard made a griot-like predic- 
tions in the face of critics who often 
scoffed and mocked his almost 
cocky spirit. In 1992, he told Trans 
World Sport : “Serena will probably 
be the better player than Venus. 
That’s not to compare my girls, but 
she probably will be.” Once that 
premonition came to pass the celeb 
hyphenate of Venus-and- Serena fell 
away forever and Serena Williams 
the solo tennis champion was born. 

Serving and returning tennis 
balls would prove to be easy com- 
pared to the challenges facing this 
atypical athlete. When the Black 
hair lynch mob attacked Serena for 
enjoying her natural braided and 
beaded hairstyle during her youth, 
she ignored them by giving into 
her own coif chameleon tastes. As 
Serena’s body grew fuller, thicker 
and more voluptuous, her African 
physique has been criticized and 
body shamed by some mainstream 
press and Internet trolls. She claps 
back hard: a Vogue cover, a fash- 
ion spread in Harper’s Bazaar or 
simply rocking a sexy two-piece in a 
paparazzi beach pic. 

A true warrior knows when 
to admit fault and retreat. Af- 
ter facing criticism for the 2009 
incident where she screamed and 
threatened a lineswoman over a 
call, Serena paid a $10,500 fine and 
apologized for letting passion for 
the game overrun proper decorum. 
Such blowhole antics are regularly 
exercised by white male tennis play- 
ers without recourse and have even 
helped to make some — like former 
tennis champion John McEnroe 
become legends. 

When Madison Avenue showed 
their prejudice and preference 
by giving No. 3 ranked Maria

Sharapova the greater sponsorship 
dollars of $23 million dollar earn- 
ings per year verses Serena’s $13 
million. Madame Williams killed 
the whole controversy with class. 

“If they want to market someone 
who is white and blonde, that’s their 
choice. I have a lot of partners who 
are very happy to work with me,” 
Serena told the New York Times in 
August 2015. “I can’t sit here and 
say I should be higher on the list 
because I have won more. I’m happy 
for her, because she worked hard, 
too. There is enough at the table 
for everyone. We have to be thank- 
ful, and we also have to be positive 
about it so the next Black person 
can be No. 1 on that list.” 

The clock never strikes midnight 
for this Cinderella. Just four days 
after she was sent packing from 
the tournament, she spun fash- 
ion industry gold with the Serena 
Signature Statement Collection 
at New York’s Fashion Week. It 
was attended by the likes of Anna 
Wintour and rumored beau Drake, 
and The Daily Mail touted it as 
“triumphant” and Vogue deemed it 
a “smash hit collection.” 

What’s eternally inspiring about 
Serena is that she always finds a way 
to win. So if this is our girl in her 
third decade, can you imagine the 
phenomenon and fire to come? We 
can hardly wait. (J)

P rior to The Help, Viola Davis 
starred (mostly) in roles that 
were asexual, invisible or 
downtrodden. But after earning 
an Academy Award nomination 
for Best Actress in 2011, she craft- 
ily took matters in her own hands. 
While on the talk show circuit, 

Davis announced that she was the 
antithesis of the matronly character 
Aibileen Clark, presenting a gor- 
geous mixture of dark chocolate skin 
swathed in sexy bright orange, red or 
yellow cocktail dresses. The chance 
to portray a sexual, powerful and 
flawed leading actress still eluded 
Viola who told Oprah Winfrey, 
Hollywood didn’t want to see her 


in a love scene with Bradley Cooper. 
Somebody listened. Today, Viola stars 
in How to Get Away With Murder as 
a successful lawyer/professor/wife/ 
adulterer with mommy issues. 

On September 25, 2015 she 
became the first African American to 
win Outstanding Lead Actress in a 
Drama Series in Emmy’s 67-year his- 
tory. Rejecting the deer-in-headlight, 
cry gushfest, Viola speech was a 
transformative work of auditory art: 

“‘In my mind, I see a line. And 
over that line, I see green fields and 
lovely flowers and beautiful white 
women with their arms stretched 
out to me, over that line. But I can’t 
seem to get there no how. I can’t 


seem to get over that line.’ That was 
Harriet Tubman in the 1800s. And 
let me tell you something: The only 
thing that separates women of color 
from anyone else is opportunity. You 
cannot win an Emmy for roles that 
are simply not there. So here’s to all 
the writers, the awesome people that 
are Ben Sherwood, Paul Lee, Peter 
Nowalk, Shonda Rhimes, people— 
who have redefined what it means 
to be beautiful, to be sexy, to be a 
leading woman, to be black. And 
to the Taraji P. Hensons, the Kerry 
Washingtons, the Halle Berrys, the 
Nicole Beharies, the Meagan Goods, 
to Gabrielle Union: Thank you for 
taking us over that line.”

JANELLE MONAE told the Huff- 
Post Live that “we don’t come to 
the rallies as artists, we come as 
human beings.” The singer and 
her Wondaland artists have sup- 
ported Black Lives Matters march- 
es in New York City, Philadelphia 
and Chicago because silence is 
the enemy and “sound is our 
weapon.” They recorded the 
powerful track “Hell You Talm- 
bout,” demanding listeners to 
say the names of Sandra Bland, 
Walter Scott, Freddie Gray and 
others who were killed by police. 



According to cultural critic and 
filmmaker dream hampton, 
BEYONCE and JAY Z help 
do-gooders who’ve suffered 
unfair treatment by the police, 
they just prefer to keep quiet 
about it. The renowned writer 
tweeted, and later deleted, 
that the Carters wrote a huge 
check to the Black Lives Mat- 
ter org and the rapper “wired 
tens of thousands of [dollars] 
in minutes” after she asked 
him to help with expenses 
protesters incurred while 
marching. 
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This spring JOHN LEGEND announced his plan to help end 
mass incarceration, an issue that disproportionately impacts 
people of color, via his Free America Campaign. The enter- 
tainer launched a nationwide learning tour, which serves as 
a call to action, and incorporates the insight of both experts 
and inmates to create a viable solution for the school-to- 
prison pipeline. The Oscar winner’s first official stop was 
Texas, where Senator Rodney Ellis presented him with a 
certificate supporting his efforts. 



Documentary filmmaker MICHAEL MOORE has long been a fighter 
for what’s right. This year he proved he’s also willing to pay for it. 
When activist Bree Newsome was incarcerated after scaling the 
flagpole to remove the Confederate Flag at the state capitol in South 
Carolina— 10 days after Dylann Roof killed nine people at Emanuel 
African Methodist Episcopal Church in Charleston, S.C.— Moore pub- 
licly offered to pay Bree’s bail or any legal fees. 



JESSIE WILLIAMS’ outspoken eloquence and 


frankness have rendered him an asset to the Black 
Lives Matter movement since its inception. He’s 
marched, appeared on CNN and used his Instagram 
timeline to drop jewels on the masses. The Grey’s 
Anatomy star also used 24 posts on Twitter to offer 
a much-lauded summation of the rampant injustice 
that lead to the imprisonment and death of Sandra 


Bland and countless others.
